Permanent Administrative Regulation

Article 46.— CHILD ABUSE AND NEGLECT

30-46-10. Definitions. For the purpose of the child
abuse and neglect registry, the following definitions
shall apply:

(a) “Abandon” and “abandonment” have the meaning
specified in K.S.A. 38-2202, and amendments thereto.

(b) “Abuse” means “physical, mental or emotional
abuse” or ““sexual abuse,” as these two terms are defined
in K.S.A. 38-2202 and amendments thereto and as “sex-
ual abuse” is further defined in this regulation, involv-
ing a child who resides in Kansas or is found in Kansas,
regardless of where the act occurred. The term ““abuse”
shall include any act that occurred in Kansas, regardless
of where the child is found or resides, and shall include
any act, behavior, or omission that impairs or endangers
a child’s social or intellectual functioning.

The term ““abuse’” may include the following:

(1) Terrorizing a child, by creating a climate of fear
or engaging in violent or threatening behavior toward
the child or toward others in the child’s presence that
demonstrates a flagrant disregard for the child;

(2) emotionally abandoning a child, by being psycho-
logically unavailable to the child, demonstrating no at-
tachment to the child, or failing to provide adequate nur-
turance of the child; and

(3) corrupting a child, by teaching or rewarding the child
for unlawful, antisocial, or sexually mature behavior.

(c) “Alleged perpetrator” means the person identified
in the initial report or during the investigation as the per-
son suspected of perpetrating an act of abuse or neglect.

(d) “Child” means anyone under the age of 18 or any-
one under the age of 21 and in the custody of the secretary
pursuant to K.S.A. 38-2255, and amendments thereto.

(e) “Child abuse and neglect registry’”” means the list
of names for individuals identified by the department as
substantiated perpetrators.

(f) “Child care facility”” has the meaning specified in
K.S.A. 65-503, and amendments thereto.

(g) “Department” means Kansas department for chil-
dren and families.

(h) “Investigation”” means the gathering and assessing
of information to determine if a child has been harmed,
as defined in K.S.A. 38-2202 and amendments thereto, as
the result of abuse or neglect, to identify the individual
or individuals responsible, and to determine if the indi-
vidual or individuals identified should reside, work, or
regularly volunteer in a child care facility.

(i) “Neglect” has the meaning specified in K.S.A. 38-
2202, and amendments thereto, involving a child who
resides in Kansas or is found in Kansas, regardless of
where the act or failure to act occurred. This term shall
include any act or failure to act that occurred in Kansas,
regardless of where the child is found or resides.

(j) ““Sexual abuse” has the meaning specified in
K.S.A. 38-2202, and amendments thereto, and shall

(continued)
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include contact solely between children only if the
contact also involves force, intimidation, difference in
maturity, or coercion.

(k) “Substantiated perpetrator” and ‘‘perpetrator”
mean a person who has been validated by the secretary
or designee, using a preponderance of evidence, to have
committed an act of abuse or neglect, regardless of where
the person resides and who is prohibited from residing,
working, or volunteering in a child care facility pursuant
to K.S.A. 65-516, and amendments thereto. These terms
shall replace the term “validated perpetrator.” (Autho-
rized by K.S.A. 2015 Supp. 38-2225 and 39-708c; imple-
menting K.S.A. 2015 Supp. 38-2226 and 38-2230; effective
Jan. 2, 1989; amended Jan. 2, 1990; amended Oct. 1, 1993;
amended Jan. 1, 1997; amended Oct. 3, 1997; amended July

Article 5.—CONTINUING EDUCATION

109-5-5. Retroactive approval of continuing edu-
cation course. (a) Any attendant may submit a request
to the board for retroactive approval of a course for
continuing education credit that was completed not
more than 180 days before the request is received in
the board office.

(b) Each request shall be submitted on a form provided
by the board.

(c) In order for retroactive approval of a continuing ed-
ucation course to be granted, the attendant shall provide
the following, in addition to the request form:

(1)(A) A certificate of attendance or certificate of com-
pletion that meets the requirements of K.A.R. 109-5-1; or

(B) an official college transcript showing the number of
credit hours awarded for the course;

(2) documentation of the course objectives; and

(3) one of the following:

(A) The signature of the emergency medical services
medical director for the ambulance service serving the
emergency medical service response area in which the
attendant lives or the emergency medical services med-
ical director for the ambulance service, educational in-
stitution, or advisory board for which the attendant is
currently employed or a member, on the form provided
by the board; or

(B) verification that the objectives of the course meet or
exceed the objectives of the Kansas education standards
for EMR as adopted by reference in K.A.R. 109-10-1a,
the Kansas education standards for the EMT as adopt-
ed by reference in K.A.R. 109-10-1b, the Kansas educa-
tion standards for the AEMT as adopted by reference in
K.A.R. 109-10-1c, or the Kansas education standards for
paramedic as adopted by reference in K.A.R. 109-10-1d,
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whichever is applicable for the level of certification that
the attendant is renewing.

(d) The amount of continuing education credit award-
ed shall be determined by one of the following;:

(1) The number of hours listed on the certificate of at-
tendance or certificate of completion; or

(2) for each college credit hour earned, 15 hours of con-
tinuing education credit.

(e) The applicant shall be notified in writing by the
board of any errors or omissions in the request for ap-
proval. Failure to correct any deficiency cited in the writ-
ten notice of error or omission within 15 calendar days
shall constitute withdrawal of the request. (Authorized
by K.S.A. 2015 Supp.
